1 . Applicant's amendment filed 6/29/06 has been received in application serial 
number 10/712,553. Applicant is reminded that claim 38 has been previously 
withdrawn. All comments have been taken into consideration. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claims 1-2, 5-7, 17-20, 23, 28 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Vidlund et al 2004/0148020. Vidlund et al discloses the invention 
as claimed noting figures 5a-5c comprising: a tether (130, 230, 632) having a length 
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that is suitable; an aptation device (118, 218, 618) coupled to a tether with a body 
having a cross-sectional dimension greater than a cross sectional dimension of the 
tether; and a fastening member (122, 622), including a projection (1 12, 1 14, 212, 214, 
612, 614) capable of anchoring the fastening member to the wall of a ventral of the 
heart wherein the tether and aptation device are suitable for percutaneous delivery and 
wherein the distal end of the tether extends beyond a distal end of the aptation device. 
It is inherent that the tethers length is "suitable" for placement through a ventricle of a 
heart from at a proximal end, an atrioventricular valve annulus to at a distal end one of a 
wall of a ventricle and a papillary muscle within the ventricle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3-4, 8-9, 10-13, 22 and 30 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
